_ Oa whe 2d instant, the Supracargo of de 
Americán Ship Pekin, arrived at Batavia, 
with accounts that that wessel which kad 
saited from China, had struck oa the rock, in 
the straights of Sundu, called the Cap, and is 
entirely lost. His Majesty's Ship Procris, 
coming in sight, yieided every „possible -as. 
sistance 3 teok out the-erew and part of the 
cargo, and the Supracargo is come to town 
to procure farther means for saving as much 
as possible from the wreck. 

Since the above was written, we have the 
satisfactiun to hear, that the Pekin «has, by 
the aid of HH. M.’s ship Bucephalus been got 
off the rock, and brought safe into port. 


The Honorabte Company's brig Mary. 


Ann, and ‘the Minerva, transport, were or. 
dered to proceed and give the-requisite-aid, 
these vessels sailed on the 5th. 

We hear that the Samdanee, Capt. Makee 
peace, which sailed from Samarang for this 
port, abeut the 16th ultimo, was obliged te 
put back by contracy winds and currents. 

On the snorniug of the 3d instant, arrive 
ed the Matilda, Captain Joluson, from 
Awmboyna. Our Readers will recollect that 
this ship sailed from Batavia on the 2Uth of 
„November, with troops and stores fôr 
Amboyna. She met with light winds and 
frequent calmss pasted through the straights 
of Saleyer, and arrived. at Amboyna ou the 
10th of December. They found the settle. 
ment greatly in want of provisions and sup. 
plies of all kinds; so that those carried by 
the Matilda, were a most acceptable relief. 
They sailed on the th of January, in ballast, 
with some troops en board for this place, 
also the following Passeugers :

On the 13th of. January, reached Delee, on 
the Isaad of 'Fimor, continued beating off 
that point about a fortnight, always in sight 
of Tand, being detained by coutrary winds 
and currents. They sent the boat on shore 
and got an abundant supply of sheep, fowls 
and hogs, but could obtain no water : that 
which is required by the inhabitants for their 
own use, is brought from a distance up the 
country.— Here they fell ia with the His 
bernia from Java, bound to Bengal. This 
vessel was said to have been so far carried 
out of her course by the winds aud cur. 
zenis.— Haring at length cleared this place,

Similar causes ; in sight of land about 12 days, 
but had no communication with the shore.— 
Came through the straits of Sunda, and 
‘having sent the boat ahead to somud the passage 
among the Islands, found those ‘soundings as 
laid down in all the charts, to ‘be in many 
places very erroneous. 


We are happy to stäte, that Mr. and Mrs. 
Higgins, and their child,arrived at Ambafna, 
-en the Matilda, in good health, We under 
stand “Mr. Higgins is appointed Commissary 
„on the Island, “a the room of Capt. Morris, 
who proceeded to Calcutta, to take-his trial 
for the murder of a native,-as stated in our 
last number. 

We are concerned to state the-death of 
Major Samuel Kelly, commanding the troops 
at Amboyna, of an apoplectic:fit, oceasioned 
by the rupture of a blood.vessel-in the brain, 
on the 22d December. Iu him the service has 
„lest a bravejactive and intelligent officer. 

On the 5th fastent, arrived the -Ketch 
Anthony Maria, Nacoda Radin Moohummud, 
from Malacca, the 19th February, and the 
brig Hydroos, commanded by Sueyyud U boo 


Bukr, from Penang. She:sailed the 17th 


Dec. and has touched at Malacca, Rhio, &c. 
The former of these vessels brings 10 Chinese 
passengers,'and theslatter 10 Moosulmans, all 
belouging to this place. 

We lave been obligingly favoured ‘with 
Euglish papers, up to the 24th of July, and 
Calcutta prints-to the 15th of January. The 
folfowing is a hasty summary-of their con- 


_ terts, and several Gxtracts will be found in 


the subsequent columns. . 

One of the most interesting subjects'to the 
public mind is the state of health of our be. 
loved Sovefeign, ‘and the chauges which may 
be expected in the case of an aflicting event 
which His Majesty's advanced age, and the 
condition he was in by the last accounts-tend 
to show may not be far distant. On the-6th 
of July, ‘it appears by the official report of 
the Members of the Council appointed to as. 
sist Her Majesty in the care of the King’s 
person, after examination of the Physicians, 
that His Majesty's bodily health was but 
Ettle disordèred, and that the state of his 
mind was thought to be ämproved since the 
&th of April, at which time an increase of 
mental diserder had rendered necessary some 
changes ‘in the system of management, But 
on the night of the 15th, his disorder enorease 
ed to -such an alarming height, that-his ime 
mediate dissolution seems to have been exe 
pected.—lt is ‘stated that from the most vio. 
lent paroxysm he suddenly became so extreme. 
ly low, that the Medical Gentlemen ìn at. 
tandance, deemed át necessary to-send off exe 
presses hourly to the Prince ‘Regent, the 
Dd Dukes, Mr. Perceval, &c. The par. 
‘ticular symptoms’are nötstated, bat one ace 
tount menfions äffectien of. thé brain, dee 
pending or effusion, and disorder ef the bowe 
els. On the night of the 10th, hewever, kû 
enjoyed several ‘hours sleep, after & total 
want of it aud of-aliment for Éftysfour-heurss 
and on the 24th, it appears, that the par. 
oxysm had so far subsided that immediate 
Ganger of ‘his life-ceased to exist.
